I received  by  mail  a copy  of  the  Hongkew  Chronicle, 
Volume  6,  No.  3,  Fall  1987,  and  I must  admit,  this  is  the  first 
time  I'm  aware  of  the  existence  of  this  publication. 

I’m  also  glad  to  be  aware  now  that  there  is  a Shanghai  Re- 
union in  1988  in  Israel,  (under  separate  cover  I intend  to 
register  for  same) 

I was  born  in  Shanghai  on  June  3,  1941  and  we  left  at  the 
end  of  1947.  My  adopted  father  was  Mr  Heinrich  Hendl,  who 
at  the  time,  was  active  in  the  J.D  C.  together  with  the  late  Mr, 
Charles  Jordan,  who  was  my  G-dfather  and  head  of  the  Aus- 
trian refugees. 

Since  both  Mr  Hedl  and  my  mother  have  passed  away,  I 
actually  never  had  any  contact  with  ex-Shanghaiers.  even 
though  I have  a lot  of  documentation  in  written  documents  as 
well  as  pictures  on  refugee  life  in  the  Shanghai  ghetto,  the 
Kaduri  school,  hospital,  the  Japanese  occupation,  etc.  In 
1947,  we  went  to  Vienna,  Austria  and  in  1953,  after  Mr,  Hendl 
passed  away,  I reached  Israel. 

My  paternal  father  was  Mr,  Erwin  Chocky,  whom  I never 
knew,  and  the  only  information  I ever  had  was  that  he  went 
from  Shanghai  to  the  U S A.  and  for  a certain  time  headed  a 
company  called  Chocky  Typewriter  Co.,  16  East  23rd  St. , New 
York.  Since  1952  I have  had  no  further  contact. 

Since  he  is  an  ex-Shanghaier,  I wonder  if  you  have  any 
knowledge  of  him  and  his  address.
